More Gasoline

Despite the government's ap- 
peal to save gasoline in order to 
assist the war effort, gasoline 
sales in Alberta for January, 
February and March of this year 
were 2,662,479 gallons more than 
the consumption for the corres- 
ponding period in 1941, it was re- 
vealed Friday by figures released 
by the provincial scretary’s de- 
partment, 

For the period under review this 
year sales totalled 13,975,446 gallons, 
as against 11,312,967 last year. 

On April 1 the federal govern- 
ment adopted the gasoline rationing 
system in order to conserve fuel for 
war purposes.

In- 
cluding Calgary, the total for the 
province is between 550 and 600. 

Under the agreement between 
the province and Dominion, per- 
sons taking the courses must be 
between the ages of 18 and 30 
years.

CHUNGKING, May 8. — 
(BUP) — A Chinese counter- | 
attack has broken the spear- 
head of a Japanese mechan- 
ized drive into southern 
China along the Burma road, 
annihilating more than 1,000 
troops and entrapping 400 
to 500 others, an official 
communique said tonight. 

One Japanese unit of 1,000 men | 
was “completely wiped out,” | 
half the men of another unit | 
were killed and the remnants of 
the enemy forces were entrapped 
in what the communique called 
“a most ferocious battle’ waged 
Mear Chefang, 24 miles inside 
China's Yunnan frontier, 

The Chinese victory occurred 
Thursday when reinforced and re- 
organized Chinese forces struck at 
the Japanese mechanized columns 
moving up the Burma road from 
Wanting near the Burmese border. 

One unit of the enemy forces was 
said to have been completely wiped 
out in the fighting near Chefang 
and another was badly battered, 
suffering the loss of half of its 
strength. 


REORGANIZE LINES 

The Chinese were reported re- 
organizing their lines north of Jap- 
anese-held Lashio and Mandalay 
for further counter*assaults aimed 
at halting the enemy advance. 

The Chinese, it was said, have 
organized two regiments from the 
Kachin tribesmen, the most fer- 
ocious natives of northern Burma. 

The Japanese were advancing to- 
ward Yeu, 70 miles northwest of 
Mandalay, and northeast of Man- 
dalay on Chindwin.

U.S. War Effort Is 
Urged By Women 


OTTAWA, May 8—(CP)—Re- 
presentatives of 2,000,000 Cana- 
dian and American women at- 
tending a convention here to pro- 
mote a united Canadian and 
American war effort, launched 
their sessions last night with a 
broadcast of Town Hall of the Air. 
Four speakers—two Americans 
and two Canadians—spoke on “How 
can Canada and the United States 
co-operate further to win the war.” 
Later the delegates and members 
of the audience took part in a dis- 
cussion 
The speakers were Mrs. Phyllis 
Turner, administrator of oils and 
fats and economic advisor to Can- 
ada’s Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board and former chief research 
economist to the tariff board; 
United States Senator D. Worth 
Clark of Idaho; Brooke Claxton, 
Liberal M.P. for Montreal-St. Law- 
rence-St. George, and Charles P. 
Kindleberger, research economist 
of the board of governors of the 
Federal Reserve System, formerly 
associated with the joint economic 
committees of Canada and the 
United States. 

CO-OPERATION URGED 

Need for close economic co-oper- 
ation was urged by Mrs. Turner. 
“In our common aim to defeat the 
Axis powers, the urgent necessity 
is for complete co-operation in pro- 
ducing the tools of war and food 
and clothing for the United Na- 
tions.” 

Informal agreements had already 
brought co-operation, she said, cit- 
ing plans to step up production of 
oil-bearing crops in the United 
States and production of flaxseed, 
oats and barley in Canada, through 
which the two nations were mect- 
ing the oils and fats shortages in 
the United Kingdom and Russia as 
well as America, 


SAFEGUARDS NEEDED 

Economic co-operation between 
Canada and the United States was 
also urged by Senator Clark, but 
he cautioned that if tariffs were to 
be abolished there must also be 
safeguards for the economic sys- 
tems of the two countries 

Mr. Kindleberger contended that 
“brass hats’ in Washington and 
Canadian government officials often 
stood in the way of complete co- 
operation between two countries; 
since they each wanted to empha- 
size that their own country was a 
sovereign State, and that other a 
foreign nation,

both countries,

He had estimated that by March 
31, 1942, there would be 250 ships 
in the Canadian Navy but on that 
date there were “more than 400 
ships flying the White Ensign under 


Royal Canadian Navy command,” 
the minister said. 
Thus, in ships, the Navy had 


increased nearly 30 times and, in 
Personnel 18 times, since the start 
of the war when there were 15 
ships and 1,744 officers and men. 


Atlantic convoy had been the 
navy's outstanding task, Mr. Mac- 
Donald said, and since the start of 
the war 56,000,000 tons of cargo had 
been carried across the Atlantic to 
Britain and 9,000 ships had sailed 
the Atlantic, excluding troop 
convoys, 

Canada's navy was playing a part 
in “the greatest naval undertaking 
of which history has any record” 
with every continent but South 
America in the war and all the sea- 
lanes of the world beset by perils 
of modern sea war. 

NEW NAVAL COLLEGE 

Mr. MacDonald dealt at length 
with the complexity of naval train- 
ing and expressed the hope that 
the new naval college near Esqui- 
malt, B.C., would be in operation 
in September or October, and he 
hoped it would remain a permanent 
institution, 

Canadian naval units ranged from 
auxiliary cruisers down through 
destroyers, corvettes, minesweepers, 
motor patrol boats, motor torpedo 
boats, and auxilfary craft, the min- 
ister said. 

Every province in Canada had 
furnished the crews of these vessels 
and the necessary shore units, but 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island 
and British Columbia, “where the 
tradition of the sea is strong,’ had 
given larger numbers per Capita 
than other provinces, ° 

“There is no lack of recruits— 
indeed there is still a considerable 
waiting list for the navy,” Mr. 
MacDonald said. 

More: than 1,100 Canadian naval 
personnel served on Royal Navy 
vessels of all classes and in all 
oceans and had seen much action, 
he continued. 

Production of ships and training 
of personnel was proceeding “at an 
almost equal pace.” 

TRAINING SCHEMES 

Advantage was being taken of 
mechanical training schemes being 
operated at various points in Can- 
ada and some 700 men had entered 
courses which would fit them for 
positions as artificers, skilled in en- 
gine-room, electrical and other types 
of work necessary in the navy. 

There were some 2,700 sea cadets 
in Canada and the minister said he 
hoped to see that number trebled 
before March 31, 1943, 

Mr. Coldwell paid tribute to the 
fortitude and bravery of the navy 
men and declared it was the respon- 
sibility of parliament to see that 
they were properly paid, made com- 
fortable ashore and afloat, and that 
their dependents were cared for.

China Guerilla 
Units Opening 
“Second Front” 


By GEORGE WANG 
CHUNGKING, China, May 8.— 
(BUP)—Large forces of Chinese 
guerillas, opening a “second front” 
in eastern China, were reported 
by the central news agency today 


to have inflicted heavy casualties 
and damages on skeleton Jap- 
anese garrisons holding 15 cities 
between Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. 


The large scale attacks began on 
April 20. They are regarded here 
as part of general United Nations 
strategy in tho far east, designed 
to offset the Japanese drive into 
Southern Yunnan province along 
the Burma road and take advantage 
of a reduction of the enemy's oc- 
cupation forces in East China. 

One guerilla force was said to 
have entered the city of Ningpo, on 
Hangchow Bay, east of Hangchow, 
and stormed the Japanese head- 
quarters where scores of Japanese 
were killed. The same force des- 
troyed 13 bridges between Ningpo 
and the Fenghua air fields, 


BURN JAP BARRACKS 

At Fenghua, the Central News 
Agency reported, a bus station was 
burned by guerillas who fought 
their way into the Japanese gen- 
darmerie headquarters, killing many 
of the enemy. 

Fenghua is the home town 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek. 

At Shaohsong the raiders burn- 
ed a Japanese barracks, blew up 
two railroad bridges and at a 
nearby centre burned the office of 
a Chinese puppet magistrate, 

Reports reaching Ghungking said 
that many of the raiding guerilla 
bands numbered 2,000 or more men, 
sweeping upon the Japanese-held 
cities suddenly from nearby hide- 
outs, .

Fire Devices In 
Arms Plants Out 


OTTAWA, May 8—(CP)—Penal- 
ties for persons found on premises 
where explosives are produced or 
handled with matches or any other 
fire-producing devices in their pos- 
session are provided for in an am- 
endment to the Defence of Canada 
Regulations announced yesterday. 

The amendment, made by order- 
in-council, was approved following 
a report by Resources Minister 
Crerar that the lives of employees, 
and the premises used for making 
or handling explosives, were beiny 
jeopardized by individuals who 
took matches and other fire-pro- 
ducing devices, and smoked on 
these premises. Penalties under the 
Explosives Act had proved inade- 
quate, 

Persons found carrying fire-pro- 
ducing equipment in such premises 
now will be liable to a fine of not 
less than $50 and not more than 
$100 and, in default, to a prison 
term not exceeding one month. 

Persons found smoking will be 
liable upon summary conviction to 
imprisonment for not less than 
three months and not more than 12.

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Canada Delivers The Goods 


Canada is to be given direct represent- 
ation on the Munitions Assignment Board, 
the body which allocates the output of war 
equipment from the United Nations pool, 
sending supplies where they are needed 
worst. Only countries which produce 
munitions beyond’ their own requirements 
are represented. Hitherto the board has 
been composed of United States and Bri- 
tish officials. Because Canada is also a 
surplus producer it is to have representa- 
tion. 

It was stated authoritatively some 
days ago that only 10-per cent of Cana- 
dian-produced munitions is now being kept 
for the use of our own forces; thé balance 
going to Britain and thence to Russia or 
Libya or Burma or wherever the need is 
greatest. Representation on the distribut- 
ing body will therefore be a matter of right 
rather than of courtesy. It has not been 
claimed that any other Allied country is 
putting so heavy a percentage of its muni- 
tions turnout into the common pool, Even 
Britain, according to Lord Halifax, has to 
keep 20 per cent of the home output for 
its own use. 

Canada need offer no apologies for its 
achievement in producing the “tools,” 
though nobody will be satisfied, or should 
be, unless the rate of production keeps on 
expanding as fast or faster than in the 
past. 


Toward Varied Production 


Figures released at Ottawa show that 
the wheat acreage in Alberta was 18.4 per 
cent lower in 1941 than in 1931. But the 
barley acreage was 117.2 per cent greater, 
the oat acreage increased 13.5 per cent, the 
acreage sown to rye was 3.8 per cent great- 
er at the end of the decade, the flaxseed 
acreage was 327.8 per cent greater, mixed 
grains showed an increase of 136.7 per 
cent, cultivated hay 101.4 per cent. 

Over the ten year period the trend was 
away from wheat-growing to mixed farm- 
ing. That is one reason why agriculture 
in Alberta suffered less severely during the 
years of depression and drought than in 
sections of the west where farmers contin- 
ued to rely almost exclusively on wheat. 
Soil and weather conditions of course make 
it impossible that wheat-growing should 
give way to general farming everywhere 
on the prairies. But central and northern 
Alberta are areas where this is possible; 
and in proportion as general farmirig be- 
comes the rule here wheat-production will 
have a better chance to be profitable in 
areas not so favored. 

It is a well-established fact that special- 
ized farming i$ a precarious occupation, 
and that mixed farming offers the farm- 
er the best opportunity to support his fa- 
mily, In that particular farmers in no part 
of the west are so fortunate as those in 
central and northern Alberta. 


What Has The Enemy Gained? 


The loss of Corregidor is a serious one 
for the Allies, but far less serious now than 
it would have been three months ago, or 
even a month ago. The enemy forces 
which had to be employed in the five- 
month attack on the defences there can 
now be sent elsewhere. Likely enough 
they will be incorporated into the force 
now being massed for an attack on Aus- 
tralia when the rains put an end to fight- 
ing in Burma, though considerable num- 
bers will have to be kept in the Philippines 
to cope with the guerilla bands which have 
hitherto held the invaders closely to a lim- 
ited number of coastal landing places. 

The loss of Bataan some weeks ago 
very much reduced the importance of Man- 
ila as a possible base for air and sea at- 
tacks upon Japanese communication lines. 
Corregidor had neither airports nor shel- 
tered harbors from which Allied air and 
water craft could harry enemy transports, 
The loss of the fortress does not therefore 
make the Japanese communication lines 
any less secure, The military consequences 
are probably limited to the freeing of the 
enemy forces hitherto engaged in the siege 
operations—and not all these can be taken 
out of the Philippines, unless the invaders 
are content to control only so much of the 
island territory as their fortified camps 
occupy. 

Because of the time gained by the pro- 
longed defence for the massing of Allied 
forces in Australia, the loss of Corregidor 
does not rank in importance with the loss 
of Singapore. 


Diego Suarez 


The capture of Diego Suarez counters 
the loss of Corregidor. The naval and air 
base there is a bastion on the sea routes 
which must be kept clear if vital supplies 
are to be kept moving to India, Russia and 
Egypt. In enemy hands—-which it soon 
would have been but for the fore-stalling 
action—it might have been worth more 
to the Axis than all the spreading of Jap- 
anese forces over the East Indies. The de- 
fence of the Nile area, of the Caucasus oil 
fields, and of India would be jeopardized 
if Madagascar had been occupied and held 
by the enemy. 

The announcement at London indicated 
that the intention was to seize only Diego 
Suarez and some other harbors and air 
fields, leaving the French officials to func- 


| 
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tion elsewhere with little interference. But 
this purpose may have to be broadened in 
view of the vigorous resistance offered on 
order from Vichy, It may now be neces- 
sary to establish Allied control over the 
whole island, not merely over naval and air 
bases. Whether necessary will depend on 
Whether Laval succeeds in stirring up 
guerilla warfare against the Allied forces. 

It is notable that the landing job was 
gone about in a business-like way. The 
occupation force was neither too little 
nor too late. It arrived in time, and in 
Strength sufficient to quickly overcome 
the opposition and take possession of the 
stronghold. 

This, it is to be supposed, gives the 
keynote to further operations. What may 
be expected is that men and equipment will 
be poured into the island in whatever num- i 
bers and-amounts may be required to deal 
with irregular bands and also to hold the 
island against the Japanese attack that is 
quite sure to come.

There is a hint from Washington as to 
why it has been maintaining diplomatic re- 
lations with Vichy.

It is reported that Corregidor was 
made indefensible, not by air bombing, but 
by the plunging fire from mortars mounted 
on Bataan. Howitzers similar to those 
which destroyed the supposedly in- 
destructible forts at Liege in the first 
Great War. That the Japanese had such 
guns and were able to place them is an- 
other warning against under-estimating 
the preparations they made to drive the 
western powers out of the Orient. If there 
is any type of equipment they did not build 
in advance, and learn how to use, it has not 
yet been identified.

And upon the operation 
of this machinery depends the 
price of $1.35 per bushel for 
wheat which was fixed in the 
United States the other day. 

That is no haphazard or com- 
passionate price. It is a price 
established on the basis of the 
cost of essential goods to farmers 
and purports to enable the farmer 
to produce, not at a consistent 
loss, but’ at a reasonable margin 
of profit, 

This is the sort of agricultural 
policy we require in Canada, 
first, the amortization of the 
farmer's debts and, secondly, the 
establishment of parity prices. 

No other system will restore 
agriculture to the point where it 
can function with maximum effi- 
ciency under the demands of war.

Reduced interest rates on amor- 
tized mortgage loans plus a par- 
ity price bearing such a relation- 
ship to commodity prices that 
the farmer, no matter how ma- 
chinery and other’ prices soar, 
can always make his operating 
expenses and a profit. 


War Industries 

This principle of parity prices 
has been applied to war indus- 
tries all along the line. 

The manufacturer of tanks or| 
planes or the builder of ships is 
not paid by the Government ac- 
cording to any price prevailing 
in 1926 or at any other time. 

He is paid entirely on a cost 
basis, He is allowed to make a 
nett profit of five per cent. 

As a consequence, he is not 
hampered in his operations, His | 
first and most pressing job is to| 
turn out work, And if he finds | 
he can turn out more work by | 
paying his highly skilled work- | 
men $30 a day, as prevails in| 
some industries, he does not have 
to refer to any fixed selling price 
in that regard, 

His selling price is strictly a 
parity price. It bears a fixed 
relationship to his operating | 
costs, 

And the Government does not 
care what those operating costs 
are so long as production is kept 
at the maximum, because what- 
ever salaries are paid to anyone, 
high income tax siphons that 
money back into the treasury in 
any event. 

The entire war industry struc- 
ture of Canada js based on parity 
prices, 

It is ridiculous that agriculture, 
the most basic and essential of all 
war industries, should be the} 
only war industry to which that} 
principle does not apply.

We have been trying, without 
success, to discover one sound 
Treason why Canada should not 
be building, training and trans- 
port gliders. It has been clearly 
demonstrated that motorless 
carriers are not only valuable 
but, considering the scarcity of 
transport planes, virtually essen- 
tial for three-dimensional mili- 
tary operations. The experts 
maintain that gliders could be 
made jin this country without 
disturbing the aircraft industry 
in the slightest. Furthermore, 
the manufacture of gliders, using 
plastic-bonded ply-wood, would 


|employ idle equipment and per- 
|sonne] in the rubber and furni- 


ture industries, 
The military advantages of 
gliders have been analyzed in 


some detail by two men whose 
knowledge and experience on the 
subject are not exceeded on this 
continent. W. J. Jakimiuk and 
W. Czerwinski were leading air- 
craft designers in pre-war Po- 
land. They are now employed in 
Canadian aircraft production. 
In Poland Mr, Czerwinski spe- 
cialized in the design of long- 
range gliders which were entered 
successfully in world competition. 
Mr. Jakimiuk’s authority is in- 
dicated by the fact that the Chief 
of Glider Development for the 
U.S. Army Air Corps recently 
made a trip to Toronto for con- 
sultation with him on military 
glider construction and use.

His Majesty as titular head of 
the Empire. The soldier who 
salutes an officer is saluting the 
emblem of the army's authority 
and not the officer as an in- 
dividual, 

I recall being in an officer's 
mess behind Vimy Ridge where 
the late Lieut.-General Sir Julian 
Byng was at that time command- 
er of the Canadian corps in 
item of interest, read an article 
France, A staff officer, as an 
in the Daily Mail which stated 
that the Russian soldier was no 
longer obliged to salute his of- 
ficers unless he so desired and 
an officer who received salutes 
was considered popular among 
the men. General Byng's retort 
was, if that be the case Russia no 
longer had an effective army. 
While we did not know at the 
time the Russian army was col- 
lansing, it did as a matter of fact 
collapse in a few weeks’ time. 

The tendency of the times

Former Soldier 
May Have Found 
Rubber Process 


PORT ARTHUR, May 8—(CP) 
—James Pearson, former Ken- 
tuckian who joined the Lake Sup- 
erior Regiment here in 1939 and a 
few months ago received his hon- 
Orable discharge as a sergeant, 
hopes that experiments he is con- 
ducting will provide a rubber 


substitute. 


A former industrial chemist, 
Pearson completed his experiments 
Wednesday night and is shipping 
samples of his synthetic rubber to 
the Dominion government testing 
laboratories and to a large rubber 
company for tests. 

Working in a garage-workshop, 
Pearson made use of materials 
available in this district, principally 
a balsam cellulose and gilsonite, he 
said. He also utilized an ashpaltam 
obtained from Utah. He said his ex- 
periments with this. material pro- 
duced a gum material that “stretch- 
ed out to a fineness of a hair and 
appears to have all the qualities 
necessary for the manufacture of 
such articles as tires.” 

He said he first conceived the 
idea for synthetic rubber while he 
was working as an industrial chem- 
ist in Kentucky some years ago but 
he was not prompted to experiment 
further until the war recently 
caused a rubber shortage. He esti- 
mated that in 30 days he could set! 
up a plant which would produce in 
quantity.

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MEMBERS ADVOCATE GREATER ACTIVITY, 


More Vigorous Role In Governing Urged For Senate

OTTAWA, May 8.—(CP)—The Senate yesterday con- 
sidered its place in Canada’s parliamentary system and heard 
suggestions that study of specific problema should be under- 
taken by members of the Upper House. 


New Destroyers 
To Be Built In 
Canadian Yards 


OTTAWA, May 8.—(CP)—Navy 
Minister Macdonald told the 
House of Commons yesterday 
that keels for new Canadian de- 
stroyers are expected to be laid 
fm Canadian shipyards within a 
short time. His statement came 
as the House was discussing naval 
affairs while the war appropria- 
tion bill was before the commit- 
tee of the whole. 

He said there had been difficulty 
in obtaining essential materials but 
he believed that difficulty had been 
overcome. 

The minister said there were de- 
stroyers under construction § in 
United Kingdom yards for the 
Royal Canadian Navy, some of them 
approaching completion. 


NO HEAVIER SHIPS 

Replying to a question Mr. Mac- 
donald said no construction of craft 
heavier than destroyers was con- 
templated at the moment. 

The minister gave no details of 
the destroyer construction but 
more than a year ago it was an- 
nounced that destroyers of the 
“Tribal” class would be built in 
Canada, some of them at Halifax. 


Replying to another questioner, 
Mr. Macdonald sald he would 
make a statement today on naval 
loases and the potential danger of 
enemy submarines operating in 
Canadian waters, including the St. 
Lawrence river. 

Mr. Macdonald said he was pre- 
vented by necessity for secrecy 
from giving questioners the exact 
make up of the Canadian navy. 

He did say, however, that there 
were “approximately” 75 corvettes 
afloat, “roughly” 45 minesweepers, 
“more than 12” armed yachts, about 
24 Fairmile motor boats and “from 
12 to 20” destroyers. Other smail 
craft made up the total fleet of 400 
units, he said. 


“SHOOTING SHIPS” 

About half the naval units men- 
tioned were what the minister call- 
ed “shooting ships” capable of ag- 
gressive action. 

Howard Green (Con. Vancouver 
South) questioned the minister on 
reports months ago that the des- 
troyers were then under construc- 
tion, 

Mr. Macdonald said work was de- 
layed when the United States en- 
tered the war and a certain type of 
steel, required for destroyers, was 
unobtainable at the time it was ex- 
pected,

The subject was introduced by 
the acting government lesder, 
Senator J. H. King (Lib., British 
Columbia) in a statement made 
before the public aNd press gal- 
leries were opened. Debate which 
followed continued after gallery 
doors were opened and the state- 
ment and earlier part of the de- 
bate subsequently were made 
public. 

Senator King said Liberal sena- 
tors met yesterday to consider 
their position in the Senate, par- 
ticularly in view of the death of 
the Senate leader, Rt. Hon, Raoul 
Dandurand, and the resignation of 
Rt. Hon, Arthur Meighen, Conserv- 
ative Senate leader. There had 
been some tendency for other mem- 
bers of the chamber to “rest on 
their oars” with the leadership in 
such capable hands, he said. 
MORE WORK 

“It has occurred to us that there 
is probably an opportunity for 
members of the Senate to do more 
work than we have been doing,” 
Senator King continued. “There is 
an opinion abroad that senators 
have no work to do. It is not so.” 

The Senate had both the oppor- 
tunity and a duty to follow pro- 
ceedings of the House of Commons 
and study legislation. Such a prac- 
tice would make discussion in the 
Senate chamber “freer and better, 
and our work more effective,” he 
suggested. 

Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, Conserv- 
ative Senate leader, expressed 
agreement with Senator King 
and said that the non-political 
nature of the Senate made it pos- 
sible for that house to deal far 
more effectively than the House 
of Commons with some legisla- 
tion. 

Senator Ballantyne, whose ap- 
pointment as Conservative leader 
was confirmed yesterday, was 
greeted with applause from both 
sides of the house when he rose to 
speak. He was congratulated by 
Senator King. 

“The public, having no proper 
understanding or appreciation of 
this chamber, entertain the erron- 
eous idea that the Senate is more 
or Jess useless,” Senator Ballantyne 
said. “If they knew the facts they 
would certainly have an entirely 
different opinion. This misunder- 
standing would be cleared up if 
more legislation reached us.” 


TO SENATE FIRST 

In wartime it was expected that 
less legislation would reach the 
Senate or originate in the upper 
house but some bills introduced in 
the Commons could be first dealt 
with by the Senate, he suggested. 

Senator A. D. McRae (Con., Bri- 
tish Columbia) said post-war prob- 
lems might well be made a matter 
of Senate study, probably by the 
banking and commerce committee. 

Senator James Murdock (Lib., 

Ontario) said he was “heartily 

sick and tired of hearing how 

little we do.” 

In February the Senate sat for 16 
minutes and senators drew $530, he 
continued. He said that he thought 
he could name some members who 
had been paid at the rate of $100 an 
hor for the time they had spent in 
the chamber during the past five 
or 10 years. 

Senator A, C. Hardy (Lib, On- 
tario), said there was too much 
tendency on the part of some sen- 
ators to hurry up the work and get 
home., Bills should be considered 
in corkmittee of the whole rather 
than being referred to a special 
committee, he suggested. 

POST WAR PROBLEMS 

The proposal that the senate 
should undertake study of post-war 
problems was endorsed by Senator 
J. A, Calder (Con., Saskatchewan) 
and Senator John T, Haig (Con, 
Manitoba), 

Senator Haig also proposed post- 
war world trade and human rights 
as topics which might receive sen- 
ate consideration. 

Approval was given to a bill per- 
mitting the Saskatchewan Life In-

Alberta Leads 
Prairies With 


Wheat Seeding 


WINNIPEG, May 8.-- Wheat 
seeding across the weetern prair- 
fea still keeps Alberta in first 
place with about 47 per cent of 
the wheat acreage sown and 
Saskatchewan half that smount, 
according to the Canadian Pac- 
ific Railway Agricultural Depart- 
ment survey. Cool, wet weather 
continuing in Manitoba holds 
back general work on the land 
especially in southeastern and 
eastern sections where there is 
much surface moisture. 
Northwestern and west central 
Manitoba shows greatest progress 
to date and in Saskatchewan work 
is just beginning in the northeast 
areas adjacent to Wynyard, Tisdale, 
White Fox, and Prince Albert sub- 
divisions. 

In Alberta the seeding of coarse 
grains is also fairly general, while 
but a small percentage of these 
grains have been sown in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

RAIN NEEDED 

Moisture conditions are favorable 
in Manitoba and over most of Sask- 
atchewan, except in parts of the 
northwest and southwest areas, 
where. though moisture is fairly 
good, rains would be beneficial. In 
Alberta the moisture situation is 
reported improved due to showers 
and rains this week, but the south- 
east central and north central sec- 
tions need rain. 

Im Manitoba's Red River Valley 
the seeding of sugar beets has start- 
ed and while acreage figures are 
not yet available, the prospects are

Professor Williams had this to 
say: 


“People who were so ‘crazy’ as 
to be totally incapacitated have 
been brought back to the point 
where they can perform the func- 
tions of a useful member of so- 
ciety. What other vitamins may 
do for mental ills is yet to be 
demonstrated. 


“It should be pointed out that 
good diets, which mean an abund-| 
ant supply of vitamins, among 
other things, promote intellectual} 
keenness. There can be no doubt 
that much dullness on the part of 
schoo] children, particularly among 
the lower income groups, can be} 
traced in part to the lack of the} 
proper kind of food and specifi-|

And, claims Prof. Williams, re- 
cent studies have shown without 
question that intelligence and mor- 
ality go together. In taking what 
seems to be the next very logical | 
step he reaches this conclusion: | 

“The more intelligent a child is| 
the less is his tendency to cheat, 
lie, steal, or become delinquent.” 

And an ample supply of vitamins 
will not only give people better 
health, both bodily and mentally, 
but will increase their intelligence 
and morality, Prof. Williams rea-

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Hitler Sends 
Police Fuehrer 
Into France 


By British United Press 


Adolf Hitler deputized a 
brigade general of his vaunt- 
ed Storm Troops as “police 
fuehrer” of occupied France 
today to suppress increasing 
terrorism and sabotage of the| 
German war effort. 

With Reinhardt Heydrich, de- 
puly chief of the Gestapo, in 
France to install Gen. Oberg for 
the policing of the occupied terri- 
tory, three more hostages were 
shot yesterday at Romorantin, 
which was an American arms 
base in the last war, The execu- 


tions brought to 93 the number 
of reprisal killings in France dur- 
ing the last few weeks. 

Heydrich, appointed “protector of 
Bohemia and Moravia” to suppress 
unrest in Czechoslovakia, arrived 
unexpectedly in Paris this week, 
Because he had ordered the execu: 
tion of 500 persons in Prague his 


presence was intended to strike 
fear in the hearts of French 
patriots. Only last week he or- 


dered 34 more reprisal executions. 


IMPORTANT TO NAZIS 

The importance attached by Ber- 
lin to sabotage in occupied France 
was indicated by Heydrich’s pre- 
sence, on orders of Gestapo chief 
Heinrich Himmler, to instal Oberg, 
who js ranked also as a general of 
a police division. There has been 
several reports that a police chief 
would be named for occupied 
France, Prince Josias von Waldeck 
having been mentioned. 

It was understood in Vichy that 
Oberg was charged with suppress- 
ing terrorism among the French 
People while Field Marshal Gerd 
Von Rundstedt policed the coast- 
line to prevent repetitions of the 
Sritish commando raid on St. 
Nazaire, where French civilions 
were sald to have aided the Brit- 


The Germans published a military 
decree threatening to impose a state 
of siege on the entire district sur- 
rounding Brest and any citizens 
found in the streets after an invas- 
jon alarm has been sounded will be 
shot on sight.

Coal | Rationing 
Is A Possibility 


The highlight of the annual gen- 
eral meeting of the Western Can- 
ada Fuel Association held at Win- 
nipeg and just concluded, was the 
warning issued by J. McGregor 
Stewart, coal administrator, that 
rationing of coal this coming sea- 
son is a distinct possibility, said 
C. P. Burgess, managing secretary. 
Thig possibility would materialize 
if the public did not. respond im- 
mediately to the urgent necessity 
of putting in coal stocks during 
the summer months. Canada has 
plenty of coal in the ground but 
the serious labor shortage at the 
mines plus transportation difficul- 
ties and, in addition, the increased 
quantities of coal that are required 
in the country, throws a terrific 
strain on the normal operations of 
Canada’s cual industry, 

Another important factor having 
a bearing on Canada’s coal prob- 
lem is the fact that the United 
States’ fuel situation has taken a 
serious turn and, according to Sec- 
retary Harold Ickes, co-ordinator 
of solid fuels, rationing may be in- 
stituted in that country. Mr. Stew- 
art emphasized that if it ig neces- 
sary to allocate supplies on a ra- 
tioning basis in the United States 
then Canada will have to adopt the 
same policy, particularly when we 
are obtaining more than half our 
coal ‘requirements from the US.A 
Furthermore, it was pointed out 
that in the event of rationing be- 
coming necessary the railways and 
essential industries will receive 
priority over the household con- 
sumer.

By Flection In 
Britain Test 
For Churchill 


By DOUGLAS AMARON 

LONDON, May 8—(CP)—The 
first Independent candidate to 
refuse full support to Prime Min- 
ister Churchill, Capt. Bernard 
Acworth, will test the strength of 
the government today in a by- 
election in Putney, a London con- 
stituency. 

The voters will choose between 
the retired naval officer, who 
wants to take the post of defence 
minister away from Mr. Churchill 
and vest its executive functions in 
three professional strategists, and 
Hugh Linstead, a government-sup- 
ported National Conservative. 

Spurred by the defeat of the Con- 
servatives last week in Rugby and 
Wallasey, the government has 
given Linstead vigorous support of 
all its three major parties. The 
electorate has been exhorted by Mr. 


Churchill, Clement Attlee, Sir 
Archibald Sinclair and Ernest 
Brown to vote for the National 
candidate. 


NEGOTIATED PEACE 
The prime minister set a spark to 


what would otherwise have been 
a dull campaign by sending a letter 
to Linstead charging that Aeworth 
“In a paper which he circulated in 
February last to members of both 
houses declared himself in favor of 
a negotiated separate peace wi'n 
Japan on the grounds that their 
strength was so great we must yield 
to their armed force.” 

Aeworth promptly termed the ace 
cugation “absolutely false’ and de- 
clared he had always advocated 
prosecution of the war against 
Japan with the utmost vigor, He 
said he had warned members of 
parliament that Singapore, Ran- 
goon and Surabaya might fall but 
“Made no suggestion whatever on 
negotiations with Japan which 
would be criminal while we had 4 
base left in the Pacific from which 
to fight.”
